The much_talked of investigation 
into the town’s affairs was held last 
Wednesday before Judge Carpenter, 
who was appointed as, a commission 
by the provincial government at the 
request of several ratepayers of the 
town. : 

Much ‘interest was taken in the af- 
fair. by the citizens of the town and 
as a result when the time for opening 
the investigation arrived the hall was 
well filled. > 

In opening Judge Carpenter © ex- 
plainea the object of his visit and told 
the patitioners it devolved upon them 
to produce all the evidence they had 
‘concerning maters to be investigated. 
It was not his intention, he said, to 
act as solicitor for either party, but 
as the petitioners were .not  repre- 
‘sented by council he would allow them 
all possible latitude in order that all 
“questions might be thoroughly inves- 
tigated. In response to the judge’s 
request that any of the petitioners 
who had any evidence to offer Mr. 
Flath,‘ one of the fathers of the peti- 
tion appeared. He, said he had cir- 
culated the petition at the request o: 
several of the ratepayers ds there ap- 


t 


were not as they should be. He then 
presented the judge ‘with a | sheaf of 
paper containing a list. of questions 
prepared by Mr. Chadwick, which the 
petitioners wanted investigated, 

After looking over the questions the 
judge said he thought the town clerk 
should be able to answer most of them. 
He therefore gave the list to Mr. 
Courtnell with instructions to look up 

* the necessary papers and answers and 
then adjourned the investigation till, 
2 o'clock in the afternoon, . 

Among the questions asked were 
some dealing with the school board.

' sider as it was not within his jurisdic- 
tion at the present. sitting. Other 
questions dealing wtih b -laws passed 
by the burgesses in due form were not 
‘considered, as the judge did not ‘see 
why questions approved by the rate-

The teachers can, by play 
ground supervision, do much to keep’ 
the play, sports and games clean anc 
wholesome: ‘Ths should be encourag- 
ed as much as possible with the 
teachers, 

You have a good school. building; 
the rooms are vety suitable for 
school work. Some changes in the 
arrangement of the seats in some of 
the rooms is desirable. I have no 
doubt that these changes have sinve 
been made. . 

Your equipment is suitable in type 
and‘ample for your present requicc- 
ments. A larger library is necessary, 
and I trust that more books will be 
procured as soon as your’ finances 
permit. The department will, on the 
basis of my inspection, send a large 
number of books suitable for the var- 
ious grades, without cost to the dis- 
trict, I*hope that these have already 
reached you, If not, the matter may 
he taken up with the department 
direct, 

On the whole the average attend- 
ance in the various rooms had been 
pretty satisfactory, previous to my 
visits to the various roéms. These 
are matters of great importance, in 
that habits of regularity and pune- 
tuality are very desirable and per- 
haps more important still, the’ pro- 
gress of the individuals and” the 
classes a8 a whole depend very large- 
ly upen regularity of. attendance. 

The teachers on your staff dre all
